States. Lucy was born near Franklin Post Office, Pendleton County, Virginia, United States on 10 
February 1856, daughter of William and Minerva ( ) Sponaugle. 

After having several children including Lulia (TETER) born March 1895, Lucy died between the birth 
of her last child; Charles Emmet Teter in 1897 and before her widowed husband's marriage to 2 nd 
Anna L. (SUMMERFIELD) Aliender Allender in 1898. Lewis Teter married Anna L. (SUMMERFIELD) 
Ailender Allender in 1898 and they are together in the 1900 census.

Also, Anna stated in the 1900 census they were married in 1898 and has some of her children from 
her previous marriage to George Wesley Allender with her in the 1900 census.

Anna L. (SUMMERFIELD) born December 1858, I know the 1900 census states she was born in 
December 1839 but that is an error since her parents weren't married until 1849. 

Anna was born near Dry Fork Post Office, Randolph County, Virginia, United States according to her 
father's 1860 census. Anna is the daughter of George Washington Sr. and Susan (FLANAGAN) 
Summerfield of Randolph County, now West Virginia. 

Richard Henry Allender 

Anna first married Richard Henry Allender in 1876 and had two children looks like twins; George W. 
Allender and Mary S. (ALLENDER) in 1879. Richard died circa 1879 setting the stage for widowed 
Anna to be with her two children living with his parents; George and Mary ( ) Allender in the 

1880 census of Clay- New Interest District, Randolph County, West Virginia as their daughter-in-law. 

GEORGE WESLEY ALLENDER 

Also in the same 1880 census is widowed; George Wesley Allender brother to Richard, living with his 
parents and daughter; Sarah Elizabeth (ALLENDER) age 7 from George's previous marriage to 
Emily (CROSS) who died in 1873. 

Therefore, one thing led to another and widower; George Wesley Allender and widow; Anna L. 
(SUMMERFIED) Allender were married in Randolph County, West Virginia, United States on 17 July 
1881 . This is why they are both listed as widowers in the 1880 census and George's parents still 
listed Anna as their daughter-in-law.

It was at this point, knowing Sarah E. Catherine (WALDRON) Darr Day's spouse; Sampson Day had 
died at Davis, Davis District, Tucker County, West Virginia, United States on 1 1 December 1901 , that 
I assumed it appeared Lewis Teter had lost his 2 nd wife; Anna L. (SUMMERFIELD) Allender Allender 
Teter sometime after the 1 900 census and married widow; Sarah whom had lost her spouse in 1 901 . 

It looked like Teter married before the 1 91 0 census and that's how Sarah became a Teter as she is 
listed in the 1 91 0 census. Looks good but what do the facts state. 

The facts state otherwise, it turns out Lewis and Anna L. (SUMMERFIELD) Allender Allender Teter 
are both alive and still living together in the 1910 census a few doors down on the previous page 
from the Lloyd Day family in the 1910 census.

Therefore, there was no marriage between Lewis Teter and Sarah E. Catherine (WALDRON) Darr 
Day and this explains why Lewis' daughter; Lulia (TETER) is a servant in the Day household in the 
1910 census. . .they were neighbors. 
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Therefore, Sarah E. Catherine (WALDRON) Darr Day is not a Teter as depicted in the 1910 census 
but was still a Day when she died in 1 91 2. 

She should have had her married name of Day listed in the 1910 census and she should have been 
listed BEFORE Lulia (TETERS) not after her in the census order. 

I hope this helps those of you who maybe confused as I was. by the listing order of the 1 91 0 census. 

It took several hours to unravel these families however, even knowing Sarah died a Day, I have still 
not been able to locate her burial location. 

I am not related to any of these people but when I see anomalies as listed in the 1910 census, then it 
becomes a challenge to unravel the events and obtain the truth. 

For those of you who are descendants of these families, then this little essay will help you to 
understand the players and circumstances leading to marriages and children hoping you will be able 
to bind families together forever.

At the age of 19, Mr. Pratt embarked on a career in law enforcement. This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy. 

Floyd started his family research career in 1975 after becoming a member of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new member 
was to serve in the newly created genealogical department or known today as the 
Family History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward.
